Marshal Ash had ordered tweuty-five 
cavalry men from Camp Hal leek to 
d spojBfss the fisherman who were 
encroaching upon the Pmte Reeerva 
tion at Pyramid Lake 
It ia charged 


that the fishermen not only depiue 
tbe Indiana of their rights on the 
Reservation, 
bnt also sell tlu>m 


whisky, both of which are offenses, 
and to enforce the law, the U. 8 
Marshal Ina orlered tbe troops to 
drive off tbe offenders. It will be 
remembered that a year or so ago tbe 
Maishal went personally to enquire 
into this matter, and that while mak 
ing the inspection he was shot at by 
concealed parties, and anuoyed by 
h»"ing the bridge taken np, and other 
obstructions put i*i his way. 
We 


are personally acquainted with several 
of the fishermen on the Like and 
behave tbeui to be lawabiltag oil 
izeos, but theie are probably some 
there who would not submit qui«tlyto 
any authority. Tbe mam dispute 
seems to be as to the boundary of the 
Raservdtion. 
While Mr. Ash is 


tboiougbly in earnest in this mitter 
he only desires the peace aud dignity 
nnd laws of the United States observ 
erl, and will not needlessly make any 
trouble But the laws must be obeyed 
Wo hope nil differences 
will be 


amicably settled, wnuout resorting 
to force of arms

sist their fellow patients as much as 
tlimr respective cases may require.

A New Trial. 


The case of Ah (Jboney, under 


sentence of death, bnt granted a stay 
of proceeding while the Supreme 
0 >urt hears an appeal taken by his 
attorneys, Waldo & Julien, still hangs 
fire. Tbe case was argued before the 
Saprema Court some time since, but 
they have as yet failed to render a 
decision. It will be remembered that 
Ah Ohaey is accused of killing' a 
Chinese lanndryman and fired tbe 
building to conceal the crime. The 
murdered man had started a laundry 
in opposition to the "ring" and had 
secured the Semia iry washing. For 
this he was doomed and Ah Choney 
was to get rid of him. Tbe work 
was well done 
Ah Cnouey's case ia 


Virginia, wherein he escaped ami 
another was held in Lia stead while 
Breen and Cowey were accused of 
knowingly letting tbe exchange, and 
of Sheriff Swift's capture of him. dis 
guiied most aoniple elj , are still in 
memory. His trial aud conviction 
here of murder in tbe first degree, is 
also known. Then of his sentence to 
be bulged in July last; then the ap 
peal to tbe Supremo Court, where 
tbe matter now rests. Ah Clioney is 
doubtless a dignitary among tbe 
Mong ilians, but it is seldom a China 
man attains as much notoriety, as he 
h is We hope the Supreme Court will 
s ion decide tbe matter. Ic is under 
stood that be will be^iven a new trial 
on the ground that a prisoner can- 
not ba made to testify agiinst lain 
self. During the trial Ah Cbouey 
was o impelled to have bis arm ex- 
posed and show certain marked a wit 
ness sad were there—this proving his 
identity. On this bis counsel asked 
for a new trial.

Fish Coming. 


Nearly six weeks ago the trout in 


Pyramid Lake began their annual 
tour to tbe spawning grounds near 
Taboe. About a mi/ntu ago they were 
reported at Wadsworth, and now we 
hear of the advance guard, or tbe 
skirmish hoe, beiug at Clark's. They 
travel so slowly that it will be two or 
tbree weeks yet before they reach 
Reno. Tuen for a month or more 
the fishing here will be excellent, 
We hope the Fish Commissioners 
will see that all obstacles are removed 
from tbe river, and particularly that 
tbe traps, grab books, giant powder, 
etc., used by whites and Indians, are 
done away with. Frequently baske's 
are put so that the nsh in their vain 
endeavors to jump over the dams, 
fall back into them and not one in 
fifty escapes. At this rate the river 
will soon be without the speckled 
beauties, 
The matter should be 


carefully looked into by the proper 
officers. 


Weather Soles. 


The late storm wts very general on 


this coast. As far dowu as Sa<>ra 
mento the rain full wns 702 of an 
inch. 
OQ the mountains there was a 


very heavy f'lll of snow, winch con- 
tinued till about 9 o'clock Tuesday 
morning, after which tbe weather 
cleared np. The snow fall was as 
follows: Reno, 5 inches; Truckee, 8; 
Summit, 10; Cisco, 10; Emigrant 
Gap, 11; Blue Canyon, 10; Alta, 13; 
Gold Run, 10. Snow full as far down 
as Newcistle, an unusual occurrence 
The total depth of snow at present on 
fie level at the above points is as 
f >llows: Bronco, 22 inches; Truckee 
23 inches; Summit, 30 inches; Cisco, 
1 feet; Emigrant Gap, 30 to32 inches; 
B ue Cinyon, 34 inches; Alta, 26 
inches; Gold Ron, 20 inches; Colfux, 
19 inches. 
Daring the whole of last 


8919OQ the depth of snow at those 
points was only about the same as it 
has been up to the present time. 
In 


order to open the road a snow plow 
had to be run Tuesday morning as 
far down as Colfas from Bine Can- 
yon, and railroad men along the line 
report the fall Monday night as the 
heaviest ever known abont Colfas.
